TAItlFF TIXKKKLN'U TO BLAME 


Tho UeiH-essiiig Effect of the Wilson 


Bill Upon the Entire 


Industry. 


The following circular 
letter from 


Thomas Denigan, Son & Co., the well 
known wool handlers of San Francisco, 
will clearly present the effect of the 
Wilson bill upon the Pacific Coast wool 
trade. They say: 


"When we Bent out our circular for 


1892 we thought, with many others, that 
wools were as low as they could yet, 
even on a free trade basis. Since then 
we have, with all our wool growing 
friends, chanced our mind, and have 
had good reason for so doing, vh: a de- 
crease in values since that time of 40 to 
50 per cent o« most every kind of do- 
mestic wool, and no bottom touched 
yet. 


"The facts are, that if tho trend of 


business during 181)3 could have been 
predicted, our people generally would 
-iot have believed that, under any possi- 
ilc circumstances, the business of a 
country populated with 70,000,000 of 
iujople could be so thoroughly destroyed 
:ii so short a time, as has been the ease. 
Et was beyond belief, and our fellow citi- 
zens are yet inclined to doubt the real- 
ity, except when called on in matters of 
sale and purchase, and for money to 
teep things moving. 


"If we predicted last year that wools 
,'ere as low as th«3f could bo, it was be- 
cause we felt they wore then as low aa 
my healthy slate of trade and manu- 
factures in this country should call for, 
iml because wool growers were not 
making money or doing as well as their 
investments and labor warranted; but 
f the; business was not on a money 
nuking basis then, it surely is a ruinous 
justness to follow now, when prices are 
lardly equal (for fall elin) to the cost of 
shearing expenses, and when it is so 
liflicult to lind outlets for wool at any 
iricc. 


"We have been hoping that congress 


vould net to work and look the ilhiruss 
jf the country squarely in the face, 1 nit 
lisappoinhncnt follows.

eems as if the congress of the country 
vere more indillerent to the alarming 
ondition of things than is the outsid 
vorld.

He said lie would join the hunt n it was 
necessary, but from his subsequent con- 
versation it was plain that Kapclje 
would not need much coaxing.

Ullpclje stated he heard of Evans es- 


cape at Ueno, and got back here as 
quick as lie could. He first saw to it 
that the trails on the eastern slope of 
tho mountains were guarded ill case 
livalis should attempt to cross over. 
He went from Keno lo Keelcr, in Inyo 
county, and from there by elagc to Mo- 
iuve. Tlie authorities castor the hicrrns 
were notified and are on the lookout for 
Evans and ^lorrell. who are almost cer- 
tain lo be captured should they try to 
leave the state iu that direction.

It was suspected before, and is 
now admitted by the family, Ibal the 
only reason Bv.ms slaved around his 
old home was because he would not 
leave his wife and children until com- 
pelled lo do so. lie was linally per- 
suaded to prepare for flic trip south, and 
was on his way to his cabin lor tbe last 
time when tbe fatal light at Stone Cor- 
ral occurred. This time, however, Ev- 
ans must leave the country, mid to 
iiuard against any chance of his hnger- 
imr around his old homo tbo cabin has 
been deserted and the whole family 
have moved to the city.
